Receivership suits, alleging gross 
irregularities, were filed in the Cir- 
cuit Court today by State. Finance 
Commissioner Millspaugh against 13 
housing trusts, or s0“ealled “3-per= 
cent loan companies,” doing business 
in St. Louis. Similar suits were filed 


simultaneously in Kansas chy 
against 19 companies there, 

Effort by the State to close on 
the greater part of such companies 
follows the passage by the last Leg- 
islature of an act repealing that 
section of the law under which the 
companies were formed. It was ex- 
pected this act would force them 
either to reorganize under the co- 
operative companies law or under 
the building and loan law. 

The petitions charged that funds 
of the companies named as defend- 
ants had been diverted to other pur- 
poses than was contemplated by the 
contract agreements under which 
teh funds were recetved from con- 
tract holders. 

Upon a request set out in the 
petitions, Circuit Judge Hartman#m® 
named Commissioner Millapaugh a& 
temporary receiver to take over the 
assets of the companies and enjoined, 
the companies from removing any 
of their assets from the State. He 
set May 24 as the time for hearing 
the application for a receiver.

"DISTINCTLY LESS FRIENDLY” 


Both Nations SsGeniniy ‘Astounding 
Indifference,” Sulgrave Institution 
of U. S. Says in 1922 Report.

NEW YORK, May 4 Relations 
between this country and Great Brit 
ain are distinctly less friendly than
